Denton Seeks Release 
From Hospital 
For Criminally Insane 


Sylvester Denton, 
sentenced to 
the Illinois Security hospital at Me­ 
nard after he was found to be in­ 
sane at the time he bludgeoned his 
mfother and sister to death in 1949 
at Eldorado, is seeking his release 
from the hospital for the criminally 
insane. 
Denton was 
charged with the 
murder of his mother, Ida Davis, 
79, and his sister, Mildred Gibson, 
58, hut later was determined to be 
insane. 
His petition, filed in circuit court 
here, a-ks that he obtain restora­ 
tion of his sanity and civil rights 
and discharged from custody. 
It 
contends he has recovered from 
his insanity.

MOSCOW <UT*— Russia announc­ 
ed today it will cut its armed forc­ 
es strength by 640,OOO men within 
four months. 
It was the first massive Soviet 
demobilization order since World 
War II 
The announcement by Tass, the 
Soviet news agency, said the move 
was prompted by recent world de­ 
velopments which show a certain 
"relaxation 
of 
international 
ten­ 
sion." 
It said the demobilization 
of army and navy personnel is to 
he achieved by Dec 15. 
Previously the Soviets said they 
would discharge some 45,000 troops 
withdrawn from Austrian occupa­ 
tion duty. 
It was not known if 
these would be included in the 
640,000 announced today. 
Despite lhe proposed cut. Rus­ 
sia will still have a marked edge 
over the United States in number 
of military personnel.

Visitor from Pakistan Observes Farming 
Methods During Stay in Gallatin County 
Big Scale Farmer 
From Abroad Here 
Under 4-H Program 


A farmer from far away Pakistan 
has been a guest in the home of 
Mr 
and Mrs. Harold West, farm 
family in the Cottonwood commu­ 
nity. for the past three weeks 
He 
is here to observe farming methods 
in this country as com pand to 
those in his native land 
Sadarrdin 
M. 
Rashadi, 
whose 
home is near Nawabshah, Pakistan. 
is visiting in the United States un 
der the International Farm Youth 
Exchange, a non government organ 
i/at ion. 
The exchange is t hr mgh 
the 4 ll world wide foundation. 
At 
present there are 4-11 organizations 
in 40 or more countries of the 
world and the farm youth exchange 
program is one of the major proj­ 
ects of the 4-H. 
This isn t the first experience 
with the exchange program for Ha 
Shad! or Mr and Mrs. West. 
Last 
year the 
Pakistan farm er enter­ 
tained an Ohio farm boy in his 
nome and also last year Mr and 
Mrs West had a farm youth from 
Chile to stay with them for about 
a month. 
Farm s 3,900 Acres 
Sadarrdin M. Rashadi, who pre­ 
fers to he called Shah, his nick­ 
name at home, farms on a big 
scale. 
He owns 1,900 acres and 
leases an additional 2,000 acres 
Principal crops are wheat, cot­ 
ton and rice. 
He has 47 acres in 
orchard and raises citrus fruits, 
mangos (described as a sweet, de­ 
licious fruit), bananas and others. 
He also has some ground in vege­ 
tables, has cows and chickens, but 
does not raise hogs. 
He explained that he, and most 
everyone in his country, were Mos­ 
lems. and do not eat pork. 
One of the big differences in 
farming in the United States and 
in Pakistan is the mechanical equip­ 
ment used here. 
The Shah has 
only one tractor and uses it in the 
cultivation of a 177 acre tract. 
“ Labor is cheap in my country 
and it is more economical to hire 
many people than to buy and op­ 
erate tractors." it was stated, 
irrigation Needed 
More than 200 families are in 
the employ of Shah and 400 head 
of oxen are available to use in 
labor about the farms 
He also is amazed that irrigation 
is unnecessary in successful farm ­ 
ing here 
In the province where 
Shah 
lives 
the 
annual, 
average 
rainfall is five inches and without 
irrigation it would be impossible to 
carry on a farming program. 
But 
the temperature is wonderful, vary­ 
ing from 50 to PH) degrees and 
farming i> carried on all year. 
\ large dam across the Indus 
riv < r at Sukkur provides a source 
of water and canals extend in all 
directions to carry water to areas

WASHINGTON (IP) - About two 
million workers are scheduled to 
get pay boosts under the new fed­ 
eral minimum wage bill signed into 
law by President Eisenhower Fri­ 
day. 
Most of the workers due for in­ 
creases are employed in industries 
in the South.

law hikes 
the minimum 
wage from 75 cents to $1 an hour. 
It may have an indirect effect 
on others of the 24 million workers 
covered by the wage-hour laws. 
These include workers in inter­ 
state commerce and in manufac­ 
turing plants making goods for sale 
in interstate commerce.

Heavy Winds, Rains 
Hit* Seven States; 
Deluge in N. Y. Area 


WASHINGTON IP - The dying 
hurricane Connie flung heavy winds 
and rains over seven states today, 
leasing a heavy toll of dead and 
damage in its wake. 
At least 30 deaths were blamed 
on tin- big storm as it slowed to 
gale force in its erratic movement 
northward inside the coast. 
In the single biggest disaster, 
the howler smashed 
an ancient 
three- masted schooner in Chesa­ 
peake Bay, leaving at least IO per­ 
sons drowned an 4 missing. 
Flash floods, power failures, fall­ 
en trees, and other dam age were 
reported 
in V irginia. 
Maryland, 
Delaware, New Jersey, Pennsylvan­ 
ia, New York and Connecticut. 
The I 
S. 
Weather 
Bureau's 
warning center here ordered all 
hurricane signals hauled down, but 
warned of heavy rains in Pennsyl­ 
vania, New Jersey and New York.

EDT bulletin, the 
bureau reported the center of the 
storm was a short distance west 
of Baltimore, Md., and 
moving 
north northwest at 15 to 20 miles 
an hour 
Big Blow Weakens 
It said it has “ continued to weak­ 
en’’ with winds northeast of the 
center mostly 30 to 40 miles an 
hour. It predicted continued heavy 
rain as far as 250 miles northwest, 
north and northeast of the center 
It warned of probable floods in 
Pennsylvania. 
New 
Jersey 
and 
New York state. 
Meanwhile, a new big wind—hur­ 
ricane Diane—moved toward the 
island of Bermuda 700 miles cast 
of the mainland. 
The deluge had clumped nearly 
9 inches of rain on New York City 
and the We ather Bureau said there 
was no sign of a letup. It was the

downpour 
since 
1926. 
At least IO deaths were re­ 
ported in the New York metropoli­ 
tan area, including a man electro­ 
cuted and a woman either drowned 
or electrocuted in flooding cellars. 
Richmond, Va., got 9 1-2 inches of 
rain up to midnight, the heaviest 
ever recorded in that city. 
Wash­ 
ington got what the Weather Bu­ 
reau described as the “ amazing 
total" of 6.59 inches. 
Four stu­ 
dents from Thailand 
died when 
their car plunged into the capital’s 
swollen Rock ( reek after a crash. 
Red Cross at Work 
The Red Cross reported that it 
i> taking care of more than 14,000 
storm refugees along the Eastern 
Seaboard 
The heavy winds and rain played 
havoc with traffic and home-own 
e r^ Slippery roads and poor visi­ 
bility caused numerous accidents. 
In some areas highways were wash­ 
ed out. 
In the New York metropolitan 
area, more than UK),OOO homes were 
without electricity. 
Some 1,000 persons were evacu­ 
ated from their homes in Connecti­ 
cut along Long Island Sound in 
anticipation of rising waters, 
Connie, who has outguessed the 
experts us often as not. turned into 
Chesapeake Bay during the night 
just when forecasters were expect­ 
ing it to plunge up the coast with 
increased strength and speed.

So, if you w rongfully kill a man 
with your automobile, you can be 
held liable for $25,000 OO. 


In view of this increased limit, 
it is recom mended that all those 
people who have liability policies 
of any kind increase the Bodily 
Injury Limits to at least $25,000 00, 
tor one person and $50,000 00, for
